The  Hinds  Eagles  finished  the  1998  season  with  a  6-4  overall  record.  The  team  had  a  total  of  419  rushes  for  2067  yards  ;j 
190  attempts  for  87  Completions  in  passing  for  1394  yards. 

Terrance  Williams  led  the  team  in  rushing  with  225  carries  for  1436  yards  and  14  touchdowns  while  Fred  Ishman  lee 
passing  with  81  completions  of  182  attempts  for  1436  yards  and  12  touchdowns.  Reginald  Perkins  led  the  Eagles  in  receptiii 
with  29  for  378  yards  and  4  touchdowns. 

Kicker  Neal  Thomas  was  the  second  highest  scorer  on  the  team  after  Williams.  Thomas  had  a  total  of  60  points  which  vi 
made  with  31  extra  point  attempts  and  24  made  and  14  field  goal  attempts  and  12  made.

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NJCAA  "Player  of  the  Year" 


Terrance  Williams 

Terrance  Williams,  running  back  for  the  Hinds  Community  College  Eagles, 
from  Clearwater,  Florida,  has  been  named  by  the  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  as  the  1 998  Player  of  the  Year.  This  marks  the  ninth  year  for 
the  award  to  be  presented  and  Williams  received  the  award  at  a  home  basketball 
game  at  Hinds.  He  was  selected  from  a  field  of  12  finalists  for  the  award. 

Williams  is  a  5'9"  190  pound  running  back  for  the  Hinds  Eagles  and  is  a 
sophomore.  During  the  1997  season  Hinds  finished  10-2  and  ranked  number  5  in 
the  final  NJCAA  poll.  Williams  was  also  named  Most  Valuable  Player  when  the 
Eagles  played  in  the  Sea  Island  Golden  Isles  Bowl  in  Brunswick,  Georgia 

During  the  1998  season  Hinds  had  a  6-4  record  and  Williams  rushed  for  1436 
yards  on  225  carries,  averaging  6.38  yards  per  carry.  Additionally,  Williams 
scored  14  touchdowns  in  the  1998  season  and  had  five  games  over  200  yards.  His 
best  game  of  the  season  was  against  the  Holmes  Bulldogs  when  he  rushed  for  341 
yards  setting  a  new  school  record  and  tied  the  school  record  with  5  touchdowns 
in  the  same  game. 

During  his  two  years  at  Hinds,  Williams  set  a  new  school  record  with  a  i 
3,050  yards  for  the  two  season  and  had  a  total  of  32  touchdowns. 

William  was  first  team  NJCAA  All-American  in  1998  and  was  the  Mississippi 
Conference  MVP  and  was  a  JC  Grid- Wire  first  team  selection.

Mississippi  and  consists  of  students  in  college  courses  in  both  aeada 
vocational-technical  areas. 
The  campus  publishes  a  student  newspaper  and  yearbook  which  serves  its  students. 
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Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Clyde  Muse,  who 
became  president  of  Hinds  Community  College  in 
1978,  Hinds  has  grown  into  one  of  the  state's 
largest  educational  institutions  with  six  locations 
and  over  14,000  students. 

As  an  alumnus  of  East  Central  Community  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Muse's  own  educational  roots  run  deep  in 
the  Mississippi  Community  College  system.  His 
progress,  traced  through  his  degrees  from  Delta 
State  University  and  Mississippi  State  University, 
and  his  years  as  an  educator  and  administrator  in 
the  state's  public  schools,  to  his  being  named 
Hinds  president,  he  can  be  seen  as  an  inspiration  to 
all  community  college  students.
